to Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict for terms and condi¬ 
tions. 

One of these terms would 
be that the Metropolitan 
Water District would as¬ 
sume our water amount and 
would repay the District and 
City for payments incurred 
to date on the development 
of the State water line. 

One of the Upper San 
Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District’s conditions 
would be at least three 
years for the city to pay up 
its back taxes to the Dis¬ 
trict. They charge 4 per cent 
simple interest. Also, Sierra 
Madre should be excluded 
for the District replenish¬ 
ment water costs to date. 

3. At the same time the 
City should approach the 
State Department of Water 
Resources and attempt to 
get the state contract 
amended so the City’s share 
can be separated from the 
District allocation and as¬ 
signed to the Metropolitan 
water District. 

The State must consent to 
the change in the contract 
and both the State and our 
present District may con¬ 
tend that this change sub¬ 
stantially weakens the posi¬ 
tion of our district and no 
change can be made. 

The City position would 
be that we are attempting 
to obtain our alternate sup¬ 
ply at a lower cost with a 
dual supply .possible and we 
are not hurting the District 
since or amount of water, 
cost of supply, and assessed 
value are very much in bal¬ 
ance and our removal will 
not upset the ability of the 
District to pay for their 
supply. 

4. The City should NOT 
make any approach to the 
Local Areas Format i o n 
Commission until the above 
are done since the above are 
some of the questions they 
will ask. 

One of the main points 
we want to accomplish 
with the Los Angeles Flood 
Control is that the detach 
ment vote should take place 


only in the City and .not in 
the District as a whole. 

One item of interest on 
petitioning the Los Angeles 
Flood Control is that there 
are three possible methods: 
1) Council petition, 2) 5 per 
cent petition from registered 
voters, and 3) 35 per cent 
petition from registered 
voters. The Los Angeles 
Flood Control District can 
refuse to act an both “1” 
and “2” but must act on 
‘‘3.’’ I feel that this item 
is for interest only as I do 
not feel they would refuse 
to consider a Council peti¬ 
tion. 

5. Sierra Madre would be 
excluded from the replen¬ 
ishment costs presently 
being paid by the Upper San 
Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District unless soma 
arrangements are desired 
which would allow Sierra 
Madre to place water in the 
San Gabriel Basin and then 
pump out to the Raymond 
Basin. This might be desir¬ 
able under an exchange pro¬ 
vision with Arcadia by 
which they would pump 
more San Gabriel Basin 
Water and Sierra Madre use 
Raymond Basin. 

6. Sierra Madre would toe 
requested to accompany the 
Upper San Gabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District 
representatives when they 
discussed the matter with 
the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict.
